into the best way. Many touchers set) not 
to know that there is more than oue way to 
do @ thing, or think of a thing; and if they 
Hind # soholar pursuing » method different 
from their own or that of the text budk, 
theytsuppose, of course, he must be wrong, 
aud they check him at once, and endeavor 
ty force him Into thelr way, whether hoe 
upderstands it or not. Lf such teachers 
would have pationce to listen to thelr 
sobolara, and exaroino thei operations, they 
would frequently discover very good ways 
that lave nover ocourrad to thom be- 
foro. Nothing is morg discouraging to 
scholars, than to interrupt them, when they 
are proceeding by o method which they 
know to be right; and Lo endeavor to force 
them into one which they do not under- 
stand, and which is not agroeable to their 
ways of thinking. ‘Aud nothing givos 
scholars #0 inuch confidence in their own 
powors, ood stinvulates them so much to ure 
thoir own efforts, as to yligw then to pursue 
thejr own mothoda, and to encourage them

DISASTER TO THE GREAT EASTERN, 


The Liverpool Post of the 19th says :— 
We havo beon favored by a passenger who 
returned to Liverpool yesterday from Cork 
with particulars which enable us to some 
extent, to describe the incidents of the dis- 
aster which befel the Great Hastern in her 
attempted voyage from Liverpool to Ame- 
rica. She left her moorings in the Mersey 
at 25 minutes past | on Tuesday, and part- 
ed finally with tha pilot at 4 o'clock that 
day, itomediately putting on full steam, 
All went well until Thursday, at 4 o'clock, 
when a strong breeze prevailed, and when 
the aft tackle of one of the forward boats 
on the port side became unhooked, leaving 
-| it suspendec by one tackle. The captain 
endeavored to steady the ship whilst this 
could be rectified, but found, to his suprise, 
that she would not answer the helm. The 
fact was (although not known), the rudder 
pin was broken, and the wheel had no com- 
tand over the rudder, The fore-staysail 
waa run up, but the wind immediately split 
itin ribbons, The fore-trysail was also run 
up, and that wasblownaway. The paddle 
engines were then stopped, and the boat 
orderd to be cut away, The Great Eas- 
tern once more started on her course, the 
passengers went down to dinner, and from 
that moment commenced a chaos of break- 
ages, which lasted, without intermission,for 3 
days. Everything breakable was broken ; 
furniture, fittings, services, glasses, pianos, 
were all involved in one common wreck. 
Tt now became known that the rudder was 
unmanageable, » About six o'Glock the ves- 
sel had to be stopped again, owing to two 
rolls of shect lead, weighing some 7 cwt. 
each, which were in the engine room, roll- 
ing about with every oscillation of the ves- 
sel with fearful force. These having been 
secured, another start was made, when tre- 
mendous grinding was heard under the 
paddle boxes. The paddles had become 
twisted, and the floats were grinding against 
the sides of the ship. The paddles were 
stopped, and thenceforward the scene is 
described as awful in the extreme, The 
ship rolled so violently that the boats were 
washed away. The cabin, besides dangers 
arising from collisions and crashes constant- 
ly going on, had shipped probably through 
the port holes, a great deal of water, and 
stores were floating about in utter confusion, 
and ruin. Some chandeliers had came 
down. A large mirror was smashed into a 
thousand fragments, Rails of bannisters, 
bars, and numerous other fittings, were 


the night’s incidents may be gathered from 
the fact that the chain cables polished 
themselves bright with friction on the deck. 
“A spare riding bit gave way qn the cable 
dee. and knocked a hole through the

| THEEXHIBITION BUILDING OF 1962, 


Tho Palace will have two. grand fronts; 
the one in Prince Albert's rond faces the 
west, the other in the exhibition road faces 
| the east, In the centre of each the great 
| glass domes will rise to a height af two 
| hundred and fifty feet, with » diameter of 
one hundred and sixty feet. They will 
thus have a diameter two feot larger than 
that of St. Peter’s wt Rome, and in height 
will be only thirteen less than that struc- 
ture. Beneath these domes are the 
two chief entrancés to the industrial <epart- 
ments, noble arches reaching nearly to the 
base of the domes, The visitor will ascend 
from the road, and will find himself on a 
vast platform, with an immense vista before 
him upwards of a thousand feet in length, 
and terminating under the opposite dome. 
The roof of this extensive structure will be 
of felt, resting on urnamental arches, and 
lighted on both sides by handsome cleres- 
tory windows, five and twenty feet high — 
Light and strong columns support the 
roof, and five and twenty feet from the floor 
a gallery runs along each side of the nave 
and transepts, From the platform at the 
entrance the visitor will be able to descend 
to the floor of the nave or ascend into the 
galleries. The transepts run north and 
south at the eastern and western extrem- 
ities of the Palace, and, includiug the space 
under the domes, they are six hundred and 
thirty-five feet long. The nave and the 
transepts are one hundred feet high and 
eighty-five feet wide. Thus it is easy to 
imagine that the full effects of loftiness and 
perspective may be obtained from these 


The prosecution of the Apprentice Boys
